W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 15.—The Chinese 
treaties were sent to the Senate to-day, 
and the documents were referred, in ex­ 
ecutive session, to the 
committee on 
foreign relations. The treaties relate to 


3ommerce and immigration, and it is un- 
derstood that their provisions are such as 
detailed in these dispatches some days 
ago. The emperor of Cliina agrees that 
the goxerniueiit of 
the United States 
should exercise entire control over the 
immigration of Chinese into this coun­ 
try, just as the Pekin government regu­ 
lates the movement of foreigners into 
their country. 
Whenever, in the judg­ 
ment of this government, the immigra­ 
tion of Chines!* labor threatens to injure 
the interests of this country, we may re­ 
strict or put a stop to it 
altogether. 
While the mliux of Chinese is not pro­ 
hibited iii terms, the same end is prac­ 
tically accomplished by alloxvmg our gov­ 
ernm ent to exercise its discretion in flu* 
premises, except [in ca-?e of those natix’es 
of China who come here for other pur­ 
poses than labor simply, 
iii other words 
we are not to interfere with tile going 
and coming of Chinese subjects who 
seek to invest capital, engage in com­ 
merce, study, or travel; to engage in 
the practice of the learned professions, 
scientific observation or investigation.

A roc*tnt number of the New York 
Ord] hic contains the following informa­ 
tion relative to the lar^e number of 
immigrants arriving at that port: 
The tide of emigration from the old 
world to this country, which fairly set 
in during the middle of the past wanter, 
continues, and already is expanding to 
the proportions of an exodus. 
Three 
large ocean steamships—the Devonia, 
of tim Anchor line; the City of New 
York, of the Inman, and the Zealand, 
of the Rod Star line—arrived yester­ 
day. bringing upw ards of 1.500 steer­ 
age passengers, which, with the 8,956 
wTliieh arrived in the Celtic, State of 
Alabama, Egypt, Holland and Rhein, 
on Sunday and Monday, aggregates 5,- 
456 for the w eek. 
From cable reports 
from Europe it appears that a fleet of 
thirteen large steamships sailed from 
Liverpool, Antwerp, Stockholm, Havre 
aud Bremen for North American ports, 
with an extraordinarily large number 
of steerage passengers last week. New­ 
ly-arrived immigrants say that when 
they sailed tile shipping offices at 
Bremen, Stockholm, Cork aud Copen­ 
hagen were crowded with people who 
were purchasing tickets for America in 
steamships advertised to sail a fortnight 
and a month lienee. 
From the 4th to 
the lith of tho present month (April) 
6,800 emigrants left the port of Bremen 
for NewT fork aud Baltimore. The de­ 
parture of such an extraordinary largo 
number of the bone and sinew of the 
German peasantry in such a short time, 
and the great movement of mechanics, 
farmers and laborers toward the great 
Republic of the West, produced a pro­ 
found impression among German offi­ 
cials, aud already steps have been taken 
to stay the tide, as it is claimed that if 
emigration continues at this ratio it will 
materially interfere with the work of 
the recruiting officers of the Kaiser's 
army. 
Tile total number of steerage passels* 
gers landed at Castle (iardin from tho 
1st of January of this year to the 20th 
of this month foots up 56,404. This 
young army, according to the reports 
of the Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Emigration, is 38,844 in excess of the 
arrival* for the same period last year, 
and surpasses any previous record in 
the history of emigration to this coun­ 
try. Compared to it is the arrivals for 
corresponding dates from 1876 to 1880, 
as follows:

from Germany 9,884; Ireland, 7,148; 
England, 4,587; Sweden, 3,003; Nor- 
way, 807; Denmark, 481; Netherlands, 
565; Belgium, 804; Switzerland, 1,479;

As w ill be seen, the emigration from 
Germany and the Scandinavian ports 
surpasses in volume that of all others, 
not even excepting Ireland, which in 
past years has contributed annually the 
lion's share. The indications are that 
the grand aggregate of emigration to 
the United States tins year will be fully 
600,000, or nearly 200,000 in excess 
over tile great and memorable exodus 
of I Ho 4, when 319,000 of Europe's pop­ 
ulation sought homes in the United 
States, and 365,000 more than arrived 
last year. 
The present wonderful increase of 
emigration is without a doubt due to 
the removal of tile causes which ar­ 
rested the tide after the great panic of 
1873. 
Tile buoyant revival of business 
in this country has removed the barri­ 
er, and the arrested tide comes like a 
lent-up flood. 
“ They come," said 
lr. Jackson, Superintendent of the 
a Bureau of Emigration, yesterday, “ in 
families and colonies, and a finer let of 
stout, strapping young men and bux­ 
om lasses never set foot in Castle Gar­ 
den. There are few' old people among 
the new’ comers, but as a general rule 
the men average from eighteen to thir­ 
ty-five in age, and are unusually intel­ 
ligent." 
“ What is the average amount of 
money the}' bring with them per head?" 
“ About $60 over and above their 
passage money in the ship and the cost 
of their transportation by rail to their

destination.” 
“ Are they farmers, mechanics or 
"" laborers?"

“ Where do they go?'* 
“ Sixty per cent, invariably go to tho 
far West, where land is cheap and la­ 
bor is in demand. The other forty per 
cent, stop in the cities, where acquaint­ 
ances, relatives and friends reside, and 
work in the factories or on the farms 
in the Eastern, Middle and the older 
Western States." 
It is estimated that at the rate of $60 
each the 600,000 emigrants expected 
this year will add $33,000,000 to the 
wealth of the country. The Norwegian 
emigrants, w ith whom the writer con­ 
versed iu Castle Garden, came mostly 
from the vicinity of Stockholm and the 
outlying districts in the vicinity. The 
others came from the interior. 
All 
were comfortably dressed in woolen 
goods, evidently homespun, and w'ere 
delighted at finding themselves at last 
in America.

A miner's inch of water is a quantity 
that will flow through an inch aperture 
with a free discharge, and under a con­ 
stant pressure of six inches above the 
top of the opening. 
Au aperture of 
twelve and a quarter by fifteen and 
three-quarter inches, under pressure of 
six inches above the top of the opening, 
will discharge two hundred inches, and 
is the basis of all measurements where 
water is retailed iii small quantity in the 
States of California and Nevada. 
A 
miner's inch w ill discharge a quantity 
of water equal to twenty-two hundred 
and fifty cubic feet, or about seventeen 
thousand gallons, weighing one hun­ 
dred aud thirty-nine thousand five hun­ 
dred pounds, in twenty-four hours. An 
inch of w ater (miner's inch) having a 
grade of four inches to the rod, will 
carry off in twenty-four hours, a dis­ 
tance of ten miles, ten tons of heavy 
quartz, sand and iron. 
At one gravel 
mine in Nevada County, Cal., twenty** 
five cubic yards, or forty tons of detri­ 
tus or tailings, as the w’aste material is 
called, are moved from three to fifteen 
miles every twenty-four hours.

Buying diamonds for retail is said to 
be a delicate aud difficult task. The 
buyer sits down at a table with a large 
sheet of w’hite paper spread before him. 
On the paper are poured the contents 
of certain packages received by the 
wholesale dealer. 
The keen eye of the 
buyer, an expert, of course, picks out 
at once the shallow, flawed and all de­ 
fective stones, which are definitely re­ 
jected, and sw’ept into a bag. The ac­ 
cepted stones must next be paired, and 
to this end a tin plate, mounted on four 
feet, and pierced with holes of different 
size, is employed. On this the diamonds 
are laid, and shifted to and fro till each 
diamond has been fitted into a propor­ 
tionate hole. 
Then the gems undergo a 
second and final examination, the buy­ 
er examining them most rigorously, and 
rejecting some which may at first have 
escaped his attention. 
Any irregular­ 
ity of form, lack of brilliancy, dullness 
of water, or yellow’ness of tint is suf­ 
ficient to condemn them. The matched 
stones are then put up in pairs in pa­ 
pers or small eases, and the others are 
sold to inferior jewelers. 
In Paris, the 
latter are readily purchased and set in 
flowers, stars, crosses aud other orna­ 
ments which make such a display in the 
windows of the Palais Royal. 
The 
French, as a rule, like showy tilings, 
and are less fastidious in diamonds 
than we Americans are. 
They care 
more for general effect than purity or 
perfection, and often sell to our people 
inferior gems which will not bear re­ 
setting. Paris is not a good place to 
my diamonds.— N. Y. Times.

! of this sort; but the intelligent traveler 
will find innumerable objects of interest 
j and beauty. 
When Cortes 
entered 
Mexico, over three and a half centuries 
ago, he found a city of some three hun­ 
dred thousand inhabitants living in 
houses built for the most part upon 
piles driven into the bed of Lake Tes- 
eoeo. 
To-day the waters of the lake 
have so far receded that the nearest 
point is some two miles from the 
town. 
Embankments are constructed 
so that the waters of tile* lake no longer 
inundate the town, but occasionally, 
during the rainy season, tho streets 
are flooded, and it is impossible to have 
any cellars under the houses, as there 
would be no drainage. 
The floating 
gardens arc mere onion beds. 
The 
groves of cvpressos have been cut 
down, and the noble descendants of 
Montezuma are represented by drunken 
ruffians lounging outside a pvfqucria, or 
corner gin-mill, or by hideously de­ 
formed beggars who haunt the court­ 
yards of the hotels. 
W hat the present 
insulation of Mexico mav be no one 
nere eitner knows or cares, tu t proba­ 
bly it is about a quarter of a million of 
souls. The greater part are mestizos, or 
half-breeds, and the remainder either 
Mexicans of Spanish descent or Indians, 
while a sprinkling of English, French, 
Germans and Americans adds some life 
to the dullness of the city by their clubs 
and balls. 
The streets are all at right 
angles, running north and south, east 
aud west, and, as the names 
are 
changed every block, it requires a life- j 
time to gain fin accurate knowledge of 
the city. 
This is to some extent amel­ 
iorated by a habit of using the same 
name for blocks in the same street, but 
adding first, second or third. 
So there 
is First, Second and Third San Fran- ! 
cisco street. 
But this is rarely done, 
and by far the greater number of the 
streets have different names. 
Several | 
squares and parks ornament different 
parts of the city, and the principal 
drive is along a tine road, with a charm­ 
ing view of the fine hill on which the 
ancient castle of Chapultepee stands. 
In almost the center of the town is 
the Plaza Mayor, or great square, aud 
here it is that the famous cathedral is 
to be found. 
The cathedral stands i 
upon the site of the great Artec temple, J 
dedicated to tile god Huitzilopostli, 
which was built in the form of a pyra- J 
mid, or Teocalli, as the Indians called 
it. 
Here Cortes found the aborigines 
sacrificing human beings, and the house 
that lie occupied before Montezuma's 
death is close by. 
The cathedral stands 
back from the street, so that its itnpos- i 
ing dimensions at once strike the eye. 
The wonderful Aztec calendar stone, 
weighing some twenty-five tons, and 
eleven feet in diameter, is built into the 
wall of the cathedral, a mute reminder 
of what was once in Mexico. 
There is a rather interesting museum 
near by, where the great sacrificial 
stone and several of the “ boss” idols 
are preserved. 
The stone is an enor­ 
mous block of basalt, round and slight- ; 
Iv raised in th© middle. 
This convex 
shape was necessary, for the victim was j 
laid on his back on the stone, and when 
his breast bone was split the body would 
naturally open and allow the priest to 
pull out the heart at once. 
In the very 
center of this dissecting table is a round 
hole of about six inches iu diam eter and 
three inches indepth, from which a cut­ 
ting leads out to allow the bloody to 
flow away. 
The Mexicans say that 75,- 
000 victims were slaughtered on this 
rtK*k; and, indeed, judging from its 
grimy appearance, it is quite likely.—

Two pounds of the 
scraggy part of tile neck of mutton. Cut 
the meat from the hone and cut off all 
the fat; cut the meat into small pieces; 
put into a soup pot with one large slice 
of turnip, two carrots, one onion, one 
stalk of parsley, one-half cup of barley, 
three pints of water and boil gently two 
hours. 
On the bones put one pint of 
water; boil two hours anil then strain on 
the soup. 
Cook one spoonful of flour 
and one of butter together until per­ 
fectly smooth, then stir into the soup 
ami add one teaspoonful of chopped 
parsley. 
S eason with salt and pepper. 
— To renovate 
black goods, take 
one-fifth of a pound of extract of log­ 
wood and one ounce of salcratus; put in 
a boiler with ten gallons of water, cold 
or hot; stand over the fire, and when 
boiling hot put in the goods either wet 
or dry; let stand twenty minutes, mov­ 
ing about occasionally; rinse in cold 
w a te r until the goods drip clear, and 
iron immediately. 
This will be found 
a most excellent recipe for restoring 
black goods of any kind that have be­ 
com e rusty or brown—cloth, cashmere, 
a water-proof, worsted grenadine, or 
any material that will not cockle in 
wetting. 
Press on the wrong side. 
—Cocoa ii u t-C rea in s. - Oue 
pint of 
milk or water, piece of butter size of an 
egg, oue cocoanut grated line (or one 
cup of desiccated cocoanut), three pints 
of coffee or granulated sugar, two tea­ 
spoons flavoring, lemon or vanilla; boil 
slowly until stiff when tried in water or 
on snow; then Like a fork or knife and 
heat as the whites of eggs, until stiff 
like frosting. 
While yet warm make 
rapidly into small halls with the hands, 
and place on buttered plates and set in 
a cool place to stiffen. 
This recipe will 
make about 200 creams, aud if made 
properly they will be creamy on the in­ 
side and as nice as those we buy, be­ 
sides being much fresher. 
—Baked Indian Pudding.—One quart 
of milk, boiling hot; stir in gradually 
seven tablespoonsful of com-meal, one 
cup of molasses, two-thirds of a cup of 
suet, one cup of flour, nearly one tea­ 
spoonful of soda dissolved in a little hot 
water, a little salt and cinnamon, and 
a few dried plums, cherries, raisins or 
currants. 
Bake very slowly three or 
four hours. 
This is also good, but 
should be steamed instead of baked: 
One cup sweet milk, two cups sour milk, 
two cups com-meal, one cup of molass­ 
es, oue cup of flour, one teaspoonful 
soda and a pinch of salt, with spices 
and fruit to suit the taste. 
Steam in a 
closely-covered pail for four hours. Set 
the pail in a kettle of cool water, and 
let it come to a boil, and keep boiling 
four hours. 
Care should be taken that 
the water docs not boil over into tho 
pail.

The Rev. W. H. Ballinger, a well­ 
known English microscopist, in a recent 
lecture on “ Plants that prey upon ani­ 
mals and animals that fertilize plants.” 
drew attention to the difficulty of de­ 
ciding sometimes what were animals 
and what plants.

—definitely proved to be such, and with 
which every zoologist was familiar— 
that were so lowly in their being they 
possessed no definite form.

vealed to the most refined scrutiny no 
! organization. They moved, but without 
muscle; they crept, but without limbs; 
they felt, but without 
discoverable 
nerves; they devoured without mouths; 
i they digested without stomachs; and 
they had all the properties of life, but 
were without trace of organized struct­ 
ure. 
It was thnip LuLii 4*^* unsocial© 
! with even these lowly creatures, be­ 
cause they were animals, a measure, at 
I least, of consciousness and volition. 
: But, on the other hand, there were 
I plants of the highest and most compact 
structure iii which delicacy of organiza­ 
tion, refinement of mechanical contriv­ 
ances, and adaptation of means to ends 
were combined; and yet, because they 
I were vegetables, they were accustomed 
to assume that they were without cou- 
j sciousness, and cie void of will.

! what were the facts? 
! 
Zoology at the present day was in tho 
! highest sense a science. 
It* facts had 
1 a precision and value unrivaled, and 
; from these they were bound to say that 
I the old landmarks were utterly incom- 
i potent. 
The animal and vegetable 
kingdoms could not be separated, and 
the two marched on in one organic 
whole. 
To the popular mind he had no 
doubt this would appear arrogant. 
To 
common observation the distinction bc- 
! tween the plant and the animal was be­ 
lieved to be sufficiently clear. 
Between 


I an ox and an oak tree there was au un- j 
; mistakable difference. 
A cabbage and 
I a swallow were not very easily con­ 
founded. 
This was quite true; but if 
the whole of what was known as the 
animal world were 
laid against the 
whole of what was known as the veget- | 
ible kingdom it would be seen that ; 
there were no features belonging to the 
one which were not in some sense shared 
by the other. 
There were vegetables 
controlled by movements which in ani­ 
mals would be called instincts. 
They 
could intoxicate a plant as they could 
I intoxicate a m anor beast; they could 
j paralyze it with pain or chloroform, and 
I could kill it with an electric spark. | 
, There were some plants which depended 
I for existence on the animals they en­ 
trapped, and to this end they were en­ 
dowed with a susceptibility more deli­ 
cate than that of the human body, 
whilst they could distinguish between I 
food which would nourish them and 
substances which would not.
